� Iowa has 543 public libraries with 21 branches and 4 
bookmobiles. 

� Of the 543 public libraries, 415 serve populations of less 
than 2,500. 

� There are over 2 million registered borrowers in Iowa public 
libraries, a 21 percent increase from 1999 to 2009. 

� Since 1999, library visits to Iowa public libraries increased 41 
percent and the number of materials checked out rose 22 
percent (1999 to 2009). 

� 94,717 children participated in the FY09 Summer Library 
Program. 

� Philanthropist Andrew Carnegie helped 101 communities in 
Iowa build public libraries.

� $3.0 million (2.8%) from state sources 

� $2.9 million (2.7%) from fines and fees 

� $1.6 million (1.5%) from grants 

� $1.0 million (0.9%) from other sources

Annually, Iowa public libraries spend a total of $5 3 million 
for staff salaries and $15.3 million for employee b enefits. 

 

� The average Iowa public library spends nearly 68 percent of 
its budget for staff costs.  

� Iowa public libraries employ 1,093 FTE librarians. (One Full-
Time Equivalent = one 40-hour work week)  

� Iowa public libraries employ 773 FTE “other” staff.  

� There are 249 FTE library employees in Iowa with a Masters 
of Library Science (MLS) degree. 

� Iowa ranks 30th in the nation of MLS librarians per 25,000 
population. (2007)
